The principal and most 
important 


duty the commission besides conduct- 
ing investigations will be .to aid -the 
courts when requested in the .forma- 
tion of decrees of dissolution. 


With this in view, the bill empow- 


ers he court to refer"any part of .pend- 
ing litigation to the commission, iu-- 
cludlng the proposed decree,-for infor- 
mation and advice. 


Much Criticism for Billa. 


The trust bills as framed will 
bfc 


(.he subject of sharp 'criticism _on the 
part of progressives of all parties who ; 
claim they do not go far enough. It 
will lie declared that the definition of 
monopoly remains inadequate that the 
prohibition of unfair trade. practice 
does not cover this evil in our econ- 
omic life that Interlocking stock con- 
trol Is not covered and -that the pow- 
ers ot the p'roposecl trade .commission 
am insufficient.

It is interesting to note that tile 


proposal to place the burden of proof 
upon a combination: believed to be vio- 
lating the law has been omitted. No 
attempt is made to "prevent or destroy

ive enforcement of the law has been 
found to be in the unwillingness of 
tho courts to impose jail penally.. It 
remains optional under the proposed 
measures wlht the courts to fine or 
imprison.

Trade Board May Disappoint. 


In connection wHh the trade, com 


mission President Wilson declared in 
his message that the 
country "de- 


mands such 'a commission only as an 
Indispensable instrument o£ informa- 
tion and publicity as a clearing house 
for .the facts by which both the .pub- 
lic, mind and the managers of great 
business 
undertakings 
should., be 


guideii."

The bill prescribes, that the commis- 


sion acts are to constitute .a "public 
record" but the body is authorized 
to make public the 
information "in- 


such form and to stich extent as may 
be necessary", or "by direction of the 
attorney general'." 


It is apparent-that the public mind 


cannot be guided unless It has the 
facts, and then it will not get unless 
the comHiission,pr the attorney 'gen- 
eral deems It politic. 


In other, words, public hearings will 


not bo held as they are held by the 
Interstate commerce commissiou. 


Settlement of Differences. 


The most important feature of the 


bill Is that which legalizes the policy 
oE the administration of terminating 
an unlawful condition by agreement 
between the combination attacked and 
the attorney general.

This feature is comprehended under 


a section which requires the commis- 
sion, upon the request of the attorney 
general or any corporation 
affected, 


to investigate-whether-a combination 
Is violating the law. In case the com- 
mission should find the violation to 
exist "It must report to the attorney 
general a statement of the objection- 
able acts and transactions and the 
readjustments necessary for the of- 
fending combination to 
conform to 


tho law. 
These conclusions are to be "ad-- 


vlsory to the attorney general in. ter- 
minating by agreement with the cor- 
poration affected or by suing tlie said 
unlawful conduct or condition." , 


In other words, whatever may' be 


the agreement made by the attorney 
general with the combination investi- 
gated, it will give'the 
reorganized 


•combination legal standing, so long as 
it conforms to the term of the agree- 
ment.

Thus it Is proposed to place iy law 


a tremendous power In the hands of 
the attorney general. This .power has 
'been assumed to attorneys general, 
and particularly so by Mr. MeRey- 
nolds; 


Will Give Courts Advice.

chairman of the. house judiciary com- 
mittee, It is said that the "principal- 
and most important duty of the com- 
mission, besides conducting investiga- 
tions, will be to aid the courts, when 
requested, in' the .formation of decrees 
of dissolution,

Henri Fabre. the naturalist, tells iL 


the Fortnightly Review a characteris- 
tic story about Charles Darwin and 
himself. 
Darwin wanted to explain 


the "homing" instinct of bees, and in- 
duced Fabre to begin a series of ex- 
periments with that purpose in view. 
A regular -plan 
of 
campaign 
was 


drawn up. 


Marked bees were placed in a darK 


box'and carried away from the hive In 
the opposite direction from that in 
which they were finally liberated! The 
box was repeatedly turned about, so 
that the inmates would lose all sense 
of direction, 
- Every possible means 


was .taken 
to render 
useless 
any 


known or' conceivable method of ob- 
taining one's 
bearings. 
The 
bees 


were even placed within an induction 
coil in the effort to confuse them. • 


The result of a long and elaborate 


series of testa was nil so far as any 
explanation " of the 'homing power was 
concerned. In eyeryl-case from 30 to 
40 per cent, of them found their way 
home without apparent trouble, no 
matter, how confusing the trip away 
from home had been made. 


The story IB characteristic, because 


it illustrates the thorough way in 
which the author of the "Origin of 
Species" attacked all his problems. 
He was not one to merely "opine pret-- 
tily and probably," and let it go at 
that. He put everything to the, test. 
of experiment, and when the answer 
came out wrong, or didn't come out at 
all, he "scrapped" the hypothesises a 
matter of course instead of trying to 
explain away its failure.

The chinch bug when full grown Is only 


about onc-llfth- o£ an Inch la luegtu :nnd 
imay -be less. It may ue described ns blaci 
with numerous lmlr», also black. The- mi 
der wings arc white. There are two form 
of the fully developed Insect, oiie with long 
wings and tlie other with shorter wings 
The short wing form differs very much In 
Its habits from tlio Ions: wing form, tlie 
first passing the winter In the meadow 
which It usually attacks .In preference to 
grain crops. The other kind may be ob- 
served llylug about ilurlug Indian summei 
In searchof winter auarters. 
The .short 


wing Insects are not able to fly and there- 
fore cannot nmke such extensive migra- 
tions to and from winter quarters.

chinch bug with the short wings Is found 
In abundance only In tlie East.

Most of. the bugs spend the win- 
ter In the thick bunches of clump forming 
grasses lu waste places, pastures and mead- 
ows, aloug road sides and railroad right of 
of way. • During late fall and early winter 
great numbers of living bugs cun be found 
in corn husks, piles of knfllr, corn. etc. 
In1 the spring, .however, very Jew living 
bugu but many (lend ones may .bo iound 
la such situations. This seems to show that 
,the current belief that most,of the bugs 
pass the winter beneath such-refuse has 
no foundation

It Is very Important when grass Is burn- 


ed that It be dry and yet bu_.rn slowly so 
that 'heat will penetrate the "densest por- 
tions and reach the bugs. The bugs need 
not come la direct 'contact with tbe Hre. 
This burning In ea.rly fall and late apring 
la not as effective as when done during 
tho winter, for green ilnd wet stems In 
.the former seasons furnish protection to 
certain of the bugs. Even the.most care'ul 
burning will not roach'.the bugs under tills 
condition.

Few Insects have ^caused such enormous 


losses as have the chinch bug. 'It Is the 
most fatal pest that attacks our corn,

not for the extreme susceptibility of the 
very young bugs to destruction 'by drench- 
Ing rnlns and for the fatal effect of cer- 
tain parasitic fungi on both the adults and 
the young, tue practice of raising grain 
year after year on the same area would be- 
como altogether unprofitable In the United 
States.

"Thirty-two .per cent of 
the whole number ot deaths reported 
from the various .reservations was al- 
leged to be due to tuberculosis.. We 
believe that on some of the reseva- 
tions the percentage of the afflicted 
Is .one-fourth of the entire popula- 
tion.

Disease Likely to Spread 


"While in a few localities tuber- 


culosis among the Indians is not more 
common than among the-vwhltes. re- 
siding" in the .neighboring communi- 
ties on many reservations, conditions 
are such that the disease is likely to 
pread.very rapidly unless-a campaign 
against it is .speedily inaugurated.'' 


The commission, also found about 


one out of every three Indians.afflict- 
ed with trachoma. 
Of 16,470 chil- 


dren examined at the Indian boarding 
schools^ 4,916, or 29.86 per cent, had 
trachoma. ,.Of the 39,231 adults and 
children 
examined in twenty-four 


Indian-reservations, 8,940, or 22.70 
er cent, were afflicted with trachoma.

The American fishing schoon- 
er Matchless, Capt. Job Crc-woll, was 
lying In th<j harbor, where she had 
come for shelter from the gale, and 
when told of the disaster h^r skipper 
was nuite as ready to go t.i the res- 
cue as the men of the port. 


His crew was scattered, Uut there 


were plenty ot men ready to volun- 
teer. So, by the first streak 'Of dawn, 
the Matchless with a picked crew 
aboard was standing out to sea under 
double reefs, bound on a mission of 
mercy. 
Into the teeth o£ tho gale, 


putting her bows under to the fore- 
mast every plunge, they drove her out 
to where they expected to find the 
wreck, and then for long hours they 
taeked/back and forth, straining their 
eyes into the gloom of the flying mist. 


•When the Cod-Seeker was 
hove 


down, the line of men who had been. 


toug. 
And then, just as they finished the 


last verse. Will Kenney cried:. "Look! 
Look! A sail!" 
The schooner sank into'a trough. 


The men waited, their hearts in their 
mouths. And when she rose again 
all saw the sails of a schooner swing- 
ing out of the mist hardly half a mile 
to leeward. 


Knew Nothing of Rescue. 


It .was the Matchless, and tho men 


on her had already sighted tho wreck. 
Tack by tack she beat up to windward 
aud then her 
big 
seine-boat was 


manned. It dropped under the lee ot 
thcj wreck, and the men were plckud 
oft by being hauled through the sea 
with a Hue about their waists. 


.The Matchless picked up her boat 
without mishap, aud then, because 
it was blowing a gale of wind with ft 
heavy driving mist making It impossi- 
ble to see any distance, she was hove 
to for the. night. 
Next morning, the weather having 


moderated, she made sail and at three 
o'clock in the afternoon stood Into 
Olark's Harbor with the Stars and 
Stripes flying at her masthead as a 
sign to those on shore that she had 
accomplished her mission. 


Meantime Atwood and J, inside the 


hulk, knew nothing of this rescue, uud 
nobody suspectedahnt wo were alive. 


Aa Thursday dragged along wo be- 


gan to fed the jjangK of hunger aud 
thirst, and our ilesli began to feel be- 
numbed, the result of our frequent 
cold baths. But we dared not move 
from our perches. In spite of It all I 
would fall asleep aud dream ot the 
disaster, or of home aud loved ones

My feet pained me terribly; and 
I couldn't sleep without a narcotic, and 
then only for a short time, Dr. Clark 
who attended'mo said, ten drops of the 
narcotic Sv.oulia kill tho devil, but I 
was so crazy1 with'pairi..'and1Jack of 
sleepVth'atl used to cry for a big dos» 
every few hours.

crawled half-way up, on it and went 
to sleep. That .was, the 4 deepest, the 
best most blessed sleep.
